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REPORT  OF  THE  PASTOR. 


Mr.  President ,  Managers ,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Boston  Part 
a?id  Seamen' s  Aid  Society  :  — 

Could  some  messenger  of  truth  from  the  home  of 
the  blessed  reach  you ;  could  some  spirit  of  the  deep 
anticipate  the  resurrection,  when  the  sea  shall  yield 
up  her  dead;  could  the  guardian  angels  from  earth’s 
every  harbor  tell  their  tale  concerning  the  mariners, 
their  wives,  and  their  little  ones,  upon  whom  you  have 
left  your  impress, —  could  that  knowledge  which  tran¬ 
scends  human  capacity  be  had,  a  report  of  the  moral 
and  spiritual  status  of  your  work  would  be  possible. 
But  your  tree  is  planted  in  Boston.  Its  roots  are  reach¬ 
ing  into  every  part  of  the  world.  Its  ripened  fruit  is 
falling  in  every  clime.  Its  tendrils  cling  to  heaven’s 
chancel.  Hence,  the  inadequacy  of  knowledge,  the 
paucity  of  words,  the  brevity  of  time,  and  the  insuffi¬ 
ciency  of  space  make  anything  more  than  a  partial 
outline  of  the  year’s  work  now  closed  superhuman. 

It  is  well,  as  you  progress  on  your  second  half-cen¬ 
tury  of  Christian  work,  to  ascertain  from  the  “  dead¬ 
reckoning  ”  as  well  as  from  celestial  observations  how 
far  you  may  have  drifted  from  your  original  course. 
The  progenitors  of  your  enterprise,  in  their  wisdom, 
established  a  non-sectarian  Christian  charity,  which 
should  avoid  all  the  shibboleths  giving  rise  to  the 
many  divisions  in  the  Christian  Church.  And,  from 
their  day  until  now,  it  has  been,  and  let  us  hope  that 
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it  ever  will  be,  the  effort  of  your  society  to  present 
the  truths  of  the  Scriptures  in  their  peculiarly  plain 
and  broad  simplicity,  holding  the  lamp  of  hope  and 
deliverance  steadily  before  the  world.  You  have 
sought  to  make  your  theology  as  broad  as  the  condi¬ 
tions  of  man  require  and  the  laws  of  God  will  allow, 
insisting  only  that  man  must  be  reconciled  to  God, 
if  he  would  attain  to  the  home  of  the  blessed.  And, 
in  your  exegesis,  you  have  the  approval  of  the 
Father  “  who  so  loved  the  world  that  he  gave  his 
only  begotten  Son,  that  whosoever  believeth  in  him 
should  not  perish,  but  have  everlasting  life  ” ;  and 
of  the  Master,  who  said,  “  Whosoever  shall  give  you  a 
cup  of  water  to  drink  in  my  name,  because  ye  belong 
to  Christ,  verily,  I  say  unto  you,  he  shall  not  lose  his 
reward.” 

The  difficulties  of  the  field  in  which  you  are  called 
to  execute  your  work  are  known  to  but  few.  Here, 
among  the  regular  inhabitants  of  the  North  End, 
are  more  than  forty  nativities,  foreign  born.  Chief 
among  them  are  Hibernians,  Hebrews,  Italians,  Por¬ 
tuguese,  and  Swedes.  Among  the  nativities,  native 
born,  are  representatives  from  nearly  every  State  and 
Territory  in  the  Union.  In  Ward  Six  alone,  the 
ward  in  which  your  Bethel  work  is  located,  there  are 
more  than  sixteen  thousand  people,  the  majority  of 
whom  are  crowded  together  in  small  and  poorly 
ventilated  dwellings,  and  averaging  more  than  fifteen 
persons  to  a  house.  If  you  will  imagine  as  scattered 
through  this  heterogeneous  mass  of  humanity  the  im¬ 
plements,  appliances,  and  desires  for  and  practices  of 
all  the  vices  to  be  found  in  city  life,  you  will  have  a 
fair  picture  of  the  field  in  which  your  work  is  cast,  and 
where  the  mariner,  when  on  shore,  is  to  be  found.

Here  let  it  be  borne  in  mind  that  it  is  one  thing  to 
take  a  mariner,  when  in  his  right  mind  and  among 
good  associates,  and  lead  him  to  the  fountains  of  a 
purer  life  ;  but  it  is  quite  another  thing,  when  his 
head  is  full  of  bad  whiskey  and  his  animal  nature  all 
on  fire  from  the  haunts  of  sin. 

That  there  have  been  and  are  many  barriers  every¬ 
one  will  admit,  and  that  you  have  added  another 
link  to  your  chain  of  success  the  following  facts  will 
show.  You  have  conducted  four  public  services 
regularly  on  the  Sabbath  day ;  morning  prayers  regu¬ 
larly  in  the  chapel  room ;  social  meetings  nearly  every 
evening  in  the  week ;  occasional  concerts  and  socia¬ 
bles  ;  occasional  meetings  on  board  vessels ;  visita¬ 
tions  from  vessel  to  vessel  and  from  house  to  house  ; 
branch  mission  work,  etc. ;  distribution  of  Bibles  in 
many  languages  and  to  many  nationalities;  distribu¬ 
tion  of  the  products  of  nearly  every  religious  as  well 
as  the  better  part  of  the  secular  press.  Mariners  them¬ 
selves,  whose  lives  have  been  made  better  at  your  altars, 
have  gone  forth  with  Bibles  and  papers  and  good 
work,  to  represent  you  in  foreign  countries  and  in  the 
islands  of  the  sea.  There  are  many  resident  men  and 
women  who  think  of  and  pray  for  the  ocean’s  sons  in 
every  storm.  Yea,  all  this  and  more,  with  God’s 
blessing  added,  have  brought  many  a  storm-beaten, 
weary  man  to  a  higher  and  holier  life,  and  kindled 
many  fires  on  many  family  altars  where  as  yet  hope 
was  not  found. 

Frequently,  these  people  from  sea  and  land,  having 
purposed  in  their  hearts  and  illustrated  in  their  lives 
that  they  would  recognize  the  claims  of  Christ,  stand 
side  by  side,  and  gladly  take  upon  themselves  the 
vows  and  responsibilities  of  a  Christian  life.  Not 
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long  ago,  a  company  of  persons  thus  gathered  stood 
before  your  altar  and  were  made  members  of  the 
visible  Christian  Church.  Among  them  were  young 
men  from  the  sea,  who  are  an  honor  to  you  wherever 
they  go  ;  whole  families, —  fathers  and  mothers  and 
children ;  young  men  and  young  women,  men  in 
middle  life  and  men  whose  brow  bore  the  silver  of 
age, —  all  of  whom  remain  faithful,  and  will  probably 
give  you  no  cause  for  regret.  It  is  safe  to  say  that 
no  such  gratifying  results  of  Bethel  work  had  been 
witnessed  in  any  society  or  by  any  people  in  the 
North  End  of  Boston  for  many  years. 

We  were  grateful  last  year  that  we  could  say  that, 
during  the  present  pastorate  of  less  than  four  years, 
more  -than  thirteen  hundred  mariners  had  said  pub¬ 
licly,  in  your  stated  meetings,  “  Pray  for  me  ;  and,  with 
God’s  help,  I  will  lead  a  better  life.”  Our  gratitude 
is  even  greater  to-day;  for  that  number  has  been 
swelled  to  nearly  seventeen  hundred,  to  which  may 
be  added  hundreds  more  whose  silent  decisions  — 
known  only  to  God,  and  afterwards  to  men  by  their 
words  and  righteous  lives  —  have  given  them  a  good 
hope  of  heaven.  Those  who  have  passed  to  their 
reward,  from  the  storm-tossed  deep, —  for  I  am  con¬ 
vinced  that  very  few  mariners  die  in  their  own  homes 
or  sleep  in  any  other  cemetery  than  mother  ocean, — 
will  reserve  their  estimate  until  that  day.  But  the 
living  must  occasionally  give  vent  to  their  feelings. 
And,  as  the  voice  of  many  seamen,  I  quote  a  few 
words  from  a  letter  written  in  a  distant  part  by  an 
intelligent  seaman,  the  chief  engineer  in  one  of  the 
largest  ocean  steamers.  He  writes  thus:  “This  has 
been  a  blessed  voyage  to  some  of  us,  and  the  last 
night  in  Boston  more  than  all  the  others ;  for  I  am 
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sure  none  of  us  will  forget  that  little  meeting  in  the 
chapel  room  in  a  hurry,  and  God  grant  that  we  may 
always  remember  it.  .  .  .  There  were  five  of  us  from 
this  steamer;  and  four  out  of  the  five  openly  pro¬ 
claimed  their  desire  to  live  the  life  of  a  Christian, 
by  God’s  grace  and  help.  The  fifth  did  not  say  so 
openly,  being  a  German  and  speaking  but  poor  Eng¬ 
lish ;  but  God  put  it  into  that  man’s  heart  just  as 
strong  and  pure  and  earnest  to  be  a  Christian  as 
it  was  in  any  of  our  hearts  who  openly  spoke.  .  .  . 
None  of  us  could  explain  what  it  was  that  drew  us 
so  much  to  the  tabernacle, —  the  hall  where  your 
services  are  held.  There  were  plenty  of  other  places, 
churches,  etc.;  but  it  seemed  just  as  though  there 
was  a  divine  magnet  kept  in  that  tabernacle  of  yours, 
which  drew  everybody  coming  within  its  radius  into 
the  place,  and  God  grant  that  it  may  never  lose  its 
power.”  Later,  this  same  man  writes  from  Liver¬ 
pool,  England,  “  My  dear  wife  and  I  were  baptized  on 
Sunday  evening  last,  and  I  can  safely  say  that  I  never 
did  feel  the  Divine  Presence  so  entirely  within  me 
as  I  did  on  that  occasion.”  This  intelligent  mariner 
represents  the  feelings  and  hopes  of  a  large  class 
of  men  whose  faces  you  will  not  see  again  on  earth, 
but  who  are  scattered  through  all  lands  and  over 
all  seas,  to  await  their  gathering  home  in  the  great 
day. 

These  burdened  men,  who  have  been  an  important 
factor  in  opening  every  port  in  every  nation  and 
State  to  the  missionary,  the  merchant,  the  scholar, 
and  the  sight-seer,  should  receive  a  more  considerate 
treatment  than  is  accorded  them  by  the  general  Chris¬ 
tian  organizations  of  our  day.  For  example,  a  great 
church  raising  one  million  dollars  this  year  for  mis- 
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sions,  and  not  appropriating  a  single  dollar  for  the 
relief  of  seamen,  is  unequal  and  inconsistent  in  its 
ways.  Napoleon  was  one  day  walking  with  a  lady 
friend  in  the  Island  of  St.  Helena,  when  they  were 
met  by  a  poor  man  with  a  heavy  burden.  The  lady 
kept  straight  on ;  but  the  ex-emperor  gently  waved  her 
aside,  with  the  words,  “  Respect  the  burden,  madam.” 
If  good  people  would  respect  the  burden  of  the 
mariner,  and  do  each  his  part  toward  purifying  our 
seaports,  a  new  star  would  rise  over  the  dark  waters, 
a  new  bow  of  hope  would  greet  the  weary  eye:  the 
hordes  of  guerillas  who  wait  to  throttle  Jack  while 
his  vessel  is  yet  in  the  stream  would  be  wrenched 
from  our  shore,  and,  on  the  ruins  of  rumshops  and 
brothels  would  rise,  as  blessed  harbingers,  Homes, 
Bethels,  and  Hospitals  for  the  weary,  the  sin-sick,  and 
the  wounded  sons  of  storm  and  shipwreck  and  sea. 

Gladly  would  I  speak  of  a  hundred  items  of  inter¬ 
est  which  have  come  under  my  observation  during 
the  year, —  some  of  which  would  bring  sorrow,  while 
others  would  bring  much  joy  to  the  heart  of  all  who 
may  read  this  report  and  take  an  interest  in  our  work. 
Suffice  it  to  say  that,  while  the  condition  of  seamen 
remains  as  it  now  is,  the  public  will  continue  their 
confidence  in  you  and  their  philanthropic  support  of 
your  enterprise. 

Want  of  space  forbids  special  mention  of  the 
successful  missionary  labors  of  the  Rev.  George  L. 
Small  and  others,  who,  let  us  hope,  will  see  themselves 
represented  in  the  outline  already  given.  They  will 
find  comfort  in  the  thought  that  they  have  done  what 
they  could,  and  will  wait  with  the  pastor  for  further 
recognition  in  the  disclosures  of  the  world  to  come. 
We  acknowledge  the  favors  of  the  Massachusetts 


Bible  Society ;  L.  Prang  &  Co.,  art  publishers ;  Mrs. 
George  B.  Osborn,  of  the  Port  Society;  Miss  Nettie 
G.  Bly,  of  Boston  University  School  of  Theology; 
and  many  others.  None  of  the  Bethel  laborers  have 
been  drawn  aside  from  their  work,  by  sickness,  for 
even  a  single  day.  Judging  from  the  recent  severe 
storms  at  sea,  and  the  partial  reports  of  disaster  and 
death  which  have  reached  us,  not  fewer  than  fifteen 
thousand  mariners  have  fallen  during  the  last  year, 
and  are  now  sleeping  their  last  sleep  in  the  chilling 
waters.  Their  spirits  we  commend  to  the  Judge  of 
all  the  earth,  and  their  widows  and  orphans  to  the 
beneficent  impulses  of  humanity  and  to  the  care  of 
God.  And  out  of  our  experiences  of  the  past,  our 
resources  of  the  present,  and  our  hopes  of  the  future, 
we  will  bless  the  dead  sailor’s  family,  and  bring  to 
thousands  of  mariners’  hearts,  now  weary  and  sad, 
the  consolations  of  home,  of  peace,  and  of  heaven.

superintendent’s  report. 


Boston,  January,  1886.

Mr.  President,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen :  — 

In  presenting  the  seventh  annual  report  of  my 
stewardship,  in  connection  with  the  Mariner’s  House, 
it  will  perhaps  be  of  interest  to  the  Managers  and 
the  general  public  to  show,  by  comparison  with 
previous  years,  the  improvement  in  the  general  condi¬ 
tion  of  the  institution. 

In  the  year  1878,  four  hundred  and  seventy-four 
boarders  were  registered ;  and,  at  this  time,  the 
Home  was  drawing  heavily  upon  the  Treasurer  for  its 
support.  During  the  year  1885,  nine  hundred  and 
sixty-eight  boarders  were  registered,  the  daily  average 
being  twenty-six.  Twenty-five  hundred  and  seventy- 
six  lodgings  and  eight  hundred  and  eighteen  meals 
were  also  furnished,  not  including  those  given  in 
charity  to  destitute  men. 

For  the  past  four  years,  by  the  exercise  of  much 
care  and  economy,  the  House  has  been  made  to  pay 
its  ordinary  running  expenses,  and  to  contribute  not 
a  little  toward  the  repairs  and  improvements  which 
have  been  made  in  the  building  within  the  past  six 
years.  Some  of  the  more  important  of  these, 
although  referred  to  in  previous  reports,  it  may  be 
well  to  mention  here,  collectively.  First,  a  considera¬ 
ble  sum  was  spent  in  perfecting  the  sanitary  ar- 


rangements  of  the  lower  part  of  the  house  ;  and  a 
bath-room  was  fitted  up  in  the  basement,  for  the  use 
of  inmates.  On  the  first  floor,  the  room  which 
formerly  served  as  smoking  and  reading-room  com¬ 
bined,  was  set  apart  for  a  smoking-room  ;  and  a  new 
apartment  was  suitably  furnished,  to  be  used  exclusively 
for  a  reading-room.  This  change  has  proved  a  bene¬ 
ficial  one,  as  it  enables  quiet,  temperate  men  to  enjoy 
their  reading  apart  from  the  noisy  conversation  of  the 
others.  Double  outside  doors  have  been  placed  at 
the  front  entrance,  and  a  whole  new  front  put  in  the 
smoking-room.  A  new  floor  has  also  been  laid  in 
this  apartment,  and  washing  accommodations  added. 
Stationary  hard-wood  seats  were  arranged  in  both 
this  and  the  reading-room,  and  the  ceilings  of  these 
and  all  other  apartments  on  the  first  and  second  floors 
have  been  papered.  Many  of  the  sleeping-rooms,  all 
the  halls,  and  every  room  on  the  two  lower  floors 
have  received  fresh  coats  of  paint.  Silver-plated 
table-ware,  new  table-linen,  and  other  additions  h.ave 
greatly  improved  the  appearance  of  our  dining-room, 
and  enlarged  its  accommodations.  Each  bed  has 
been  provided  with  a  spring  and  a  new  mattress. 
The  old  feather-beds  were  discarded,  the  feathers 
cleansed,  renovated,  and  made  into  new  pillows. 
With  the  generous  help  of  various  religious  societies, 
every  bed  has  been  furnished  with  a  clean  and  com¬ 
fortable  outfit.  An  additional  sleeping  apartment 
and  a  linen  closet  were  built  on  the  fifth  floor ;  and 
here,  also,  permanent  conveniences  for  washing  were 
placed.  A  new  furnace,  a  cooking  range,  and  several 
stoves  were  purchased ;  and  thirteen  gas-burners 
have  been  introduced  in  different  parts  of  the  house. 
An  extra  back  entrance,  opening  upon  Hanover 
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Street,  was  put  in,  and  has  proved  a  great  con¬ 
venience. 

Of  the  nine  hundred  and  sixty-eight  boarders  re¬ 
corded  in  the  past  year,  one  hundred  and  ninety  went 
away  indebted  to  the  House.  Eighty-seven  of  these 
accounts  have  since  been  settled,  leaving  a  hundred 
and  three,  amounting,,  in  the  aggregate,  to  $708.90 
still  due.  Board  and  lodging  to  the  value  of  $190.50 
were  given  to  sick  and  distressed  seamen.  Losses, 
amounting  to  more  than  $35,  were  sustained  through 
fraud  and  other  causes.  The  average  sum  per  week 
received  for  board  was  $4.69. 

To  the  British  Consul  of  this  port,  who  sends  to 
your  House  for  entertainment  all  the  shipwrecked 
and  destitute  men  who  come  under  his  charge,  we 
are  largely  .indebted  for  whatever  degree  of  success 
we  may  have  attained  in  the  management  of  the 
home. 

The  law  prohibiting  the  payment  of  advance  wages 
to  seamen  has,  in  our  judgment,  operated  for  the 
good  of  your  House  and  its  patrons.  Since  the 
sailor  cannot  depend  upon  advance  wages,  he  pays 
his  debts  more  promptly,  and  bestirs  himself  to  secure 
a.  chance  to  ship,  before  his  earnings  are  all  spent. 
Under  the  new  law,  he  depends  less  upon  others  and 
more  upon  himself.  This,  as  a  result  of  any  move¬ 
ment  in  the  interest  of  seamen,  is  greatly  to  be 
desired. 

The  Mariner’s  House  has  been  generously  remem¬ 
bered,  by  its  friends,  through  the  entire  year;  and 
thanks  are  due  to  the  following  persons  and  societies 
for  books,  papers,  and  magazines :  Mr.  Horace  P. 
Chandler,  Mr.  M.  P.  Bacon,  H.  W.  Taber,  and  Mrs. 
Howard  Sargent  of  Cambridge,  Mrs.  George  B. 
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Osborn,  Miss  H.  L.  Brown,  Miss  S.  T.  Hooper, 
Miss  I.  F.  Sanger,  and  two  members  of  the  Chan- 
ning  Circle,  the  Hospital  Newspaper  Society,  the 
Women’s  Auxiliary  Conference  of  Roxbury,  and 
others  whose  names  are  unknown  to  us. 

The  Mirror  and  Farm ,  the  Sailor  s  Magazine ,  the 
Christian  Register ,  and  Zion  s  Herald  are  sent  to  us 
gratuitously ;  and  one-half  the  regular  subscription 
price  is  paid  for  the  Boston  Daily  Advertiser. 
Sheets,  pillow-cases,  towels,  and  bed-spreads  have 
been  furnished  for  the  use  of  rooms  in  charge  of  the 
following  individuals  and  church  organizations:  Mrs. 
George  B.  Osborn,  Miss  H.  L.  Brown,  Miss  Elizabeth 
Upton,  and  Mrs.  H.  V.  Poor  of  Brookline,  the  Arling¬ 
ton  Street  Society,  the  First  Parish  of  Roxbury,  Rev. 
E.  E.  Hale’s  Society,  Second  Church,  and  Shepard 
Church  of  Cambridge.  A  sofa  was  also  presented 
by  Mrs.  A.  H.  Beal. 

As  it  has  been  in  the  past,  so  may  your  House 
continue  to  be  in  the  years  to  come,  a  helpful  refuge 
t©  those  of  its  patrons  who  have  need  of  protection 
and  sympathy,  and  a  pleasant  Christian  home  to  all.

Note. —  When  the  Mariner’s  House  was  first  opened,  the  fur¬ 
nishing  of  most  of  the  rooms  and  the  subsequent  refitting  of  them 
were  undertaken  by  religious  societies  or  by  individuals.  Some  of 
these  societies  have  been  dissolved,  and  many  of  the  individuals 
have  died ;  and  the  cost  of  keeping  the  rooms  in  good  order, 
quite  insignificant  for  one  society  or  one  person,  has  become, 
in  the  aggregate,  quite  a  charge  upon  our  association.  If  any 
religious  society  of  any  denomination,  or  any  charitably  disposed 
person,  in  answer  to  the  appeal  in  this  report,  feels  inclined  to 
assume  the  care  of  a  room  at  the  Mariner’s  House,  the  small 
annual  outlay  will  be  well  repaid  by  the  certainty  of  having 
afforded  a  neat  and  comfortable  lodging  to  the  weary  sailor.

AN  ACT 

To  incorporate  the  Managers  of  the  Boston  Port  and 
Seamen’s  Aid  Society,  and  to  unite  the  Corporations 
called  the  Managers  of  the  Port  Society  of  the  City  of 
Boston  and  its  Vicinity,  and  the  Seamen’s  Aid  Society. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives , 
in  General  Court  assembled ,  and  by  the  authority  of  the 
same ,  as  follows  :  — 

Section  i. —  Albert  Fearing,  John  A.  Andrew,  Charles 
Henry  Parker,  Benjamin  Thaxter,  Nathaniel  A.  Barrett, 
William  Perkins,  James  M.  Barnard,  William  G.  Weld,  Henry 
Pigeon,  William  Rogers,  Edward  T.  Taylor,  Catherine  C. 
Fearing,  Deborah  Taylor,  Abby  Rhoades,  Ann  E.  Coffin, 
Nancy  Fairbanks,  Helen  E.  Tracy,  Deborah  Brigham,  and 
Margaret  Fisk,  their  associates  and  successors,  are  hereby 
made  a  Corporation,  by  the  name  of  the  Managers  of  the 
Boston  Port  and  Seamen’s  Aid  Society,  with  power  to  hold 
real  and  personal  estate  to  the  amount  of  two  hundred  thou¬ 
sand  dollars,  for  the  purpose  of  improving  the  moral,  relig¬ 
ious,  and  general  condition  of  seamen  and  their  families,  in 
Boston  and  its  vicinity ;  of  relieving  sick  and  disabled  sea¬ 
men  and  their  families  ;  of  affording  aid  and  encouragement 
to  poor  and  industrious  seamen,  and  promoting  the  educa¬ 
tion  of  seamen’s  children  ;  and  the  said  Corporation  may 
appoint  all  such  officers  as  may  be  convenient  for  the  man- 
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agement  of  their  affairs,  and  may  fix  their  compensation  and 
define  their  duties  and  obligations,  and  may  make  and  adopt 
such  by-laws  and  regulations  as  may  be  necessary  for  the 
government  of  the  said  Corporation,  not  repugnant  to  the 
laws  and  constitution  of  this  Commonwealth. 

Sect.  2. —  The  number  of  Managers  shall  never  be  more 
than  twenty-five,  of  whom  at  least  seven  shall  be  women, 
and  of  whom  nine  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transac¬ 
tion  of  business  ;  and  all  vacancies  in  said  Board  shall  be 
filled  by  election  by  the  remaining  members  of  said  Board, 
And  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court,  on  petition  of  a  majority 
of  the  Board,  shall  have  jurisdiction  in  equity  to  remove 
from  office  any  Manager,  when,  from  any  cause,  he  shall 
have  become  unable  or  unfit,  in  their  judgment,  to  discharge 
the  duties  of  his  office. 

Sect.  3. —  Said  Managers  shall  keep  a  fair  record  of  all 
their  proceedings,  and  a  correct  statement  of  funds  in  their 
possession,  and  of  their  income,  receipts  and  expenditures. 
They  shall  receive  no  compensation  for  their  services  as 
such  Managers  ;  but  the  Corporation  may  make  reasonable 
compensation  for  services  rendered  by  the  Secretary  and 
Treasurer  in  the  performance  of  the  duties  of  their  offices. 

Sect.  4. —  The  two  Corporations  now  known  by  the 
names  of  “The  Managers  of  the  Port  Society  of  the  City  of 
Boston  and  its  Vicinity,”  and  “  The  Seamen’s  Aid  Society,” 
are  hereby  united  and  merged  in  the  Corporation  established 
by  this  Act. 

Sect.  5. — The  Corporation  established  by  this  Act  shall 
have,  hold,  possess,  and  enjoy  all  the  franchises,  property, 
and  estates  which  now  are  or  may  be  held  and  enjoyed  by 
either  or  both  of  the  said  former  Corporations,  and  all  gifts, 
legacies,  and  devises  which  have  been  made  or  shall  be 
hereafter  made  to  either  or  both  of  the  said  former  Corpo¬ 
rations  ;  and  it  shall  be  subject  to  all  the  duties,  restrictions, 
obligations,  and  liabilities  to  which  the  said  Corporations 
severally  are  subject,  so  far  as  the  same  may  be  consistent 
with  this  Act ;  and  all  suits  at  law  or  in  equity,  and  all  pro¬ 
ceedings  before  any  tribunal,  which  may  be  pending,  to 
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which  either  of  said  former  Corporations  is  a  party,  may  be 
prosecuted  and  defended  by  the  Corporation  established  by 
this  Act,  in  like  manner,  and  with  the  same  effect,  as  might 
have  been  done  by  the  said  former  Corporations,  or  either 
of  them,  if  this  Act  had  not  been  passed. 

Sect.  6. — ’The  Corporation  established  by  this  Act  shall 
never  be  perverted  to  sectarian  purposes ;  and,  in  case  of 
such- abuse  of  the  corporate  property  of  the  said  society,  the 
Supreme  Judicial  Court,  upon  information  filed  -by  the  Attor¬ 
ney-General,  may  inquire  into  such  abuse,  and  may  make  all 
proper  decrees  needful  to  correct  the  same. 

Sect.  7. — -Said  John  A.  Andrew  is  hereby  authorized  to 
call  the  first  meeting  of  the  said  Managers,  by  giving  notice 
of  the  time,  place,  and  purpose  of  such  meeting  at  least 
seven  days  before  the  time  of  holding  the  same,  by  publica¬ 
tion  thereof  in  the  <f  Boston  Daily  Advertiser,”  and  by  a 
copy  thereof  in  hand  or  through  the  mail  to  each  Manager.

BY-LAWS. 


ARTICLE  I. 

OFFICERS. 

The  officers  of  the  corporation  shall  be  a  President,  a 
Vice-President,  a  Treasurer,  an  Assistant  Treasurer,  a  Re¬ 
cording  Secretary,  an  Assistant  Secretary,  and  a  Corre¬ 
sponding  Secretary,  who  shall  be  elected  by  the  Managers 
from  their  own  number,  by  ballot,  at  the  annual  meeting, 
and  shall  each  hold  office  for  one  year  and  until  a  successor 
is  chosen. 

ARTICLE  II. 

THE  PRESIDENT  AND  VICE-PRESIDENT. 

The  President,  and,  in  his  absence,  the  Vice-President, 
shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  corporation.  In  the 
absence  of  both  at  any  meeting,  a  President  pro  tempore 
shall  be  chosen. 

ARTICLE  III. 

THE  RECORDING  AND  ASSISTANT  SECRETARIES. 

The  Recording  Secretary,  and,  in  case  of  his  absence  or 
disability,  the  Assistant  Secretary,  shall  notify  the  Managers 
in  writing  of  the  time  and  place  of  all  meetings  of  the  cor¬ 
poration,  and  shall  keep  a  fair  record  of  the  proceedings 
thereat.  The  Assistant  Secretary  shall  perform  such  addi¬ 
tional  clerical  duties  as  may  be  required. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

THE  TREASURER  AND  ASSISTANT  TREASURER. 

The  Treasurer  shall  have  charge  of  the  funds  of  the  cor¬ 
poration,  and  shall  keep  correct  accounts  of  all  moneys 
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received  and  expended  by  him  ;  shall  pay  all  salaries  and 
other  sums  voted  by  the  corporation  to  be  paid,  and  only 
such  bills  or  orders  as  shall  have  been  approved  or  signed 
by  one  of  the  Board  of  Managers ;  shall  keep  the  corporate 
seal  and  execute  all  instruments  authorized  by  vote  of  the 
Managers ;  and  shall  make  a  report  at  the  annual  meeting 
of  all  moneys  received  and  paid  by  him.  The  Assistant 
Treasurer  shall  perform  such  additional  duties  in  relation  to 
the  collections  and  disbursements  as  may  be  required. 

ARTICLE  V. 

THE  CORRESPONDING  SECRETARY. 

The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  conduct  the  corre¬ 
spondence  of  the  corporation. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

COMMITTEE  ON  FINANCE. 

A  Committee  on  Finance,  consisting  of  the  Treasurer  and 
two  other  Managers,  shall  be  appointed  each  year  by  the 
Managers  at  the  annual  meeting,  and  shall  have  the  super¬ 
vision  of  the  finances  of  the  corporation. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

.  HOUSE  AND  VISITING  COMMITTEES. 

T 

There  shall  be  a  Monthly  House  Committee,  consisting 
for  each  month  of  all  the  ladies  and  two  gentlemen  of  the 
Board,  which  shall  meet  at  the  Mariner’s  House  on  a  stated 
day  of  each  month,  and  shall  have  the  general  supervision  of 
the  management  and  needs  of  the  House,  and  of  all  minor 
details  connected  with  religious  worship.  Five  members  of 
the  Committee  shall  constitute  a  quorum.  One  lady  and 
one  gentleman  of  the  House  Committee  shall  be  a  Visiting 
Committee  for  each  month,  and  shall  meet  at  the  House 
weekly  to  consult  with  its  Superintendent ;  and  shall,  at  the 
close  of  their  month,  examine  the  accounts  of  the  Superin¬ 
tendent,  audit  the  bills  of  their  month,  keep  a  record  of

their  doings  and  report  the  same,  with  an  account  of  the 
month’s  receipts  and  expenditures,  to  the  House  Committee. 
The  bills  of  the  month,  approved  and  signed  by  one  of  the 
Visiting  Committee,  shall  be  paid  from  the  receipts  of  the 
House,  as  far  as  possible,  without  passing  through  the  hands 
of  the  Treasurer.  But,  in  case  the  House  receipts  should 
be  insufficient  therefor,  the  Visiting  Committee  may  draw 
on  the  Treasurer  for  the  deficiency.

ARTICLE  VIII. 

SUPERINTENDENT. 

The  Superintendent  of  the  Mariner’s  House  shall,  under 
the  supervision  of  the  House  Committee,  have  the  general 
charge  and  care  of  the  House,  its  supplies,  stores,  and 
servants,  and  of  all  moneys  received  for  board  and  lodgings  ; 
and  shall  keep  correct  accounts  of  all  expenses  incurred  by 
him  concerning  the  same,  and  of  all  receipts.  He  shall,  at 
the  annual  meeting,  make  a  report  of  the  condition  and 
doings  of  the  House  during  the  past  year,  and  of  all  his 
receipts  and  expenditures. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

OFFICIATING  MINISTER. 

The  officiating  minister  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Mana¬ 
gers,  shall  hold  office  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Managers, 
and  shall  make  a  report  of  his  work  at  the  annual  meeting. 
The  Managers,  with  the  officiating  minister,  may  invite 
clergymen  of  any  and  all  Christian  denominations  to  assist 
in  religious  services  and  official  labors. 

ARTICLE  X. 

MEETING. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Managers  shall  be  held  on  the 
last  Wednesday  of  January;  and  an  annual  public  meeting 
of  the  members  of  the  society  may,  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Managers,  be  held  at  such  time  and  place  as  they  shall 
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determine  by  vote.  Meetings  of  the  Managers  shall  also  be 
held  on  the  first  Wednesday  of  June  and  the  last  Wednesday 
of  December,  or  on  the  day  following,  if  said  last  day  should 
be  Christmas  day.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  at  any 
time  by  the  President,  Vice-President,  or  upon  the  request 
of  any  five  of  the  Managers. 

ARTICLE  XI. 

BUSINESS  AND  QUORUM. 

All  the  business  of  the  corporation  shall  be  transacted  by 
the  Managers  and  the  officers,  agents,  and  committees  ap¬ 
pointed  by  them.  Nine  of  the  Managers  shall  constitute  a 
quorum,  and  no  Manager  shall  be  allowed  to  vote  by  proxy. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

VACANCIES. 

The  Managers  shall  have  power  to  fill  any  vacancy  in  the 
Board,  or  in  any  of  the  offices  of  the  corporation,  at  any 
regular  meeting,  when  the  proposed  action  shall  have  been 
notified  in  the  call  for  the  meeting. 

ARTICLE  XIII. 

NEGLECT  OF  DUTY. 

Should  a  Manager  neglect  his  or  her  duty,  for  the  term  of 
one  year,  by  failing  to  attend  the  regular  meeting  of  the 
corporation  or  to  serve  on  the  monthly  committees  at  the 
Mariner’s  House,  without  satisfactory  excuse,  his  or  her 
name  may  be  dropped  from  the  roll  of  the  Managers  at  the 
next  annual  meeting. 

ARTICLE  XIV. 

BANK  DEPOSITS. 

All  contributions  of  money,  and  all  other  moneys  of  the 
corporation,  shall  be  deposited  in  the  name  of  the  corpora¬ 
tion  in  such  bank  in  Boston  as  shall  be  designated  by  the 
Managers. 
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ARTICLE  XV. 


DONATIONS. 

The  Managers  may  adopt  from  time  to  time  such  meas¬ 
ures  as  they  deem  most  judicious  to  increase  the  funds  of 
the  society.  All  donations  shall  be  recorded,  with  the 
names  of  the  donors,  respectively,  unless  otherwise  re¬ 
quested  by  them,  and  shall  be  reported  at  the  annual 
meeting. 


ARTICLE  XVI. 

FREEDOM  FROM  SECTARIANISM. 
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The  corporation  shall  never,  either  directly  or  indirectly, 
in  its  objects,  influence,  or  tendencies,  have  in  any  degree  a 
sectarian  character  ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  officiating 
minister  or  ministers,  when  any  person  or  persons  shall  pro¬ 
fess  faith  in  Christ  and  make  known  a  desire  to  be  admitted 
to  his  church,  to  introduce  such  person  or  persons  to  such 
clergymen  in  the  city  of  Boston  or  its  vicinity,  or  a  clergy¬ 
man  of  such  denomination,  whatever  it  may  be,  as  may  be 
preferred  by  the  person  or  persons  so  desiring  admission. 

ARTICLE  XVII. 


APPLICATIONS  FOR  RELIEF. 

Applications  for  relief  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Managers 
at  each  meeting,  by  members  to  whom  they  have  been  made, 
in  order  that,  by  conferring  together,  impositions  may  be 
prevented  and  the  worthy  only  sustained  by  the  charity  of 
the  corporation. 

ARTICLE  XVIII. 


MEMBERSHIP. 

Any  person  may  be  and  continue  to  be  a  member  of  the 
society  by  paying  the  sum  of  one  dollar  annually  into  the 
treasury.  Any  person  may  become  a  life  member  by  paying 
the  sum  of  thirty  dollars  or  more  into  the  treasury. 
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ARTICLE  XIX. 

AMENDMENTS. 

None  of  the  foregoing  articles,  or  of  any  amendments  or 
additions  thereto,  shall  be  altered,  rescinded,  added  to,  or 
amended,  except  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  Managers 
present  at  a  regular  meeting,  or  at  one  called  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  ;  and,  in  either  case,  the  proposed  change  shall  be 
stated  in  the  call  for  such  meeting. 
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
